ing lot. Ballard, at a previous coun- 
cil session, had loudly announced 
that he was going to institute a 
seven-day-a-week parking fees for 
the parking lot. We can report, 
correctly, that there was a "reac- 
tion." 


Some persbns had looked at 


the ordinance "and found nothing 
to specify that there wa* to be a 
Sunday charge. It was ruled that 
the ordinance, minus that provi- 
sion, could be legally interpreted 
to mean a seven-day-a-week fee 
as Ballard instituted at the coun- 
cil session. The press correctly 
reported his remarks. Commis- 
sioner Joe Vaile said that the In- 
terpretation would work to the 
disadvantage of church-goers". 
Ballard promptly looked up the 


records and found that Vaile had 
voted for the original law govern- 
ing the lot. That put Vaile in the 
position of contradicting himself.

President 
Defends 
Marshall 


Says Former Chief 
Of Staff Typifies 
American Patriot 


WASHINGTON UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower said today 
the foreign aid cut voted by 
the Senate is too deep and 
will hurt the United States 
badly. He also said it reflects 
some lack of comprehension 
as to what the people in the 
Kremlin are doing. 


The President told a news con- 


ference that before tne bill went to 
Congress the administration al- 
ready had trimmed the program as 
much as it felt was justified. 


Eisenhower asked Congress for 


nearly 3^- billion dollars for for- 
eign aid. The Senate late Tuesday 
voted to put the figure in an au- 
thorisation bill at $2,610,000,000. 
The House had voted $3,368,000,000. 


Defends Marshall 


The President also came up with 


a ringing defense of Gen. George 
C. Marshall when asked for com- 
ment on a statement by former 
Secretary of War Harry Woodring 
that Marshall would sell out his 
own grandmother for personal ad- 
vantage. 


Eisenhower said Marshall—who 


as Army chief of staff was his 
superior during World War H— 
typifies all that we look for in an 
American patriot. 


The Woodring statement, in a 


letter to a friend, was made public 
earlier this week by Sen. McCarthy 
(R-WiS). 


Effect on Unity 


As to the controversy in. the Sen- 


ate over wriether McCarthy should 
be censured, Eisenhower said in 
reply to a question that of course 
the controversy will have an effect 
on Republican party unity. But he 
said he feels he should not try to 
evaluate the situation in advance 
of any decision by the Senate on 
what course to take. 


The President added that any- 


thing which tends to divide the 
party concerns mm and means he 
must take some steps with respect 
to the situation. 


On other mattera: 
Communist 
China—Eisenhower 


reiterated with great emphasis 
that he is opposed to admitting Red 
China to the United Nations under 
present conditions. But the Presi- 
dent went on to say he is always 
ready to wait and see whether the 
sinner reforms and come* into the 
fold.

cause 'too many Nazis' had re- 
turned to power in the West Ger- 
man government. 


Grotewohl told the lower house 


of his Parliament that he was mak- 
ing his statement about John to 
"end all speculation and sensation 
mongenng" about his disappear- 
ance. 


Bitter Controversy 


Allied officials in Bonn disclo- 


ed today that John was involved 
in a bitter controversy with Am- 
erican and Bntish intelligence of- 
ficials in Germany before he dis- 
appeared. 


John considered 
Na/u-lil\e ele- 


ments rather than Communists as 
the greatest danger to the young 
West German republu 
and con- 


centrated his work on them, the 
officials said.

Ordinance 
Is Amended 


Free Parking on 
Sunday; Ballard 
Hints News Blackout 


Dixon's City Council Tues- 


day night amended the city's 
1953 city parking lot ordi- 
nance to exclude a charge for 
parking in the Second street 
and Hennepin avenue lot be- 
tween 8 a. m. and 11 p. m. 
Sundays and holidays. 


The council's vote to clarify the 


ordinance 
passed 
unanimously. 


The suggestion to change the ordi- 
nance was made by Police and 
Fire Commissioner C. L. Ballard. 


• 
Not Specific 


The ordinance, passed last Aug. 


18, called for a five-cent-an-hour 
fee for use of the lot, and a special 
overnight parking fee of 50 cents. 
No specifications for date limita- 
tions were made in the ordinance. 
The absence of such specifications 
would call for a fee to be charged 
on a seven-day-a-week basis, ac- 
cording 
to 
City Atty. 
Gerald 


Jones. 


No fee for Sunday parking had 


been enforced since the ordinance 
was passed. At last week's council 
session, Ballard said that he was 
going'tc enforce the ordinance, be- 
ginning Sunday. At the meeting. 
Street Commissioner Joe 
Vaile 


said that he did not think it would 
be "proper" to enforce the ordi- 
nance, since many church-goers 
used the lot on Sundays. 


Follows Law 


Ballard said at the time that he 


was "only trying to follow the 
rules of the ordinance which was 
passed unanimously," but no fees 
weie charged Sunday. 


In commenting en his change- 


of-heart decision to suggest no 
charge for Sunday parking, Ballard 
accused a Telegraph reporter of 
what he termed "trying to create 
dissention by refernng to the dis- 
cussion between myself and Mr. 
Vaile as an argument " 


"If Mr. Vaile and I had an argu- 


ment over the parking lot policy 
then some of the other arguments 
we had Could be called revolu 
tions." 


Not In Story 


The word "argument" did not 


appear in the Telegraph's July 28 
story of the city council meeting. 
The phrase "mild argument" ap- 
peared in the city editor's Monday 
column in a commentary concern- 
ing the parking lot policy, which 
Ballard attributed to the reporter.

though I vias some Simon Legree, 
eagerly waiting to charge money 
for :he parking lot. I was only 
trying to live up to the ordinance." 


Ballard also criticized the re-

The Indian 
No Longer 
Vanishing 


By HAL BOYLE 


PINE RIDGE. S. D. <JV— The 


vanishing Redskin is no longer 
vanishing. But lo, the poor Indian, 
is still having a tough time. . 


"Our population is increasing 


about 3 per cent a year," said 
Ben Reifel, superintendent of the 
"Pine Ridge Reservation, the sec- 
ond most populous in America. 


But a rising birth rate has only 


accelerated the Indian's task of 
surviving in a white man's world. 


Reifel, a former Army officer 


and Harvard graduate, is the son 
of a. full-blooded Sioux mother and 
a German-American 
father. He 


feels the only possible solution of 
•'the Indian problem" is education. 
: "There is no other answer," he 
said crisply. "The Indian simplj 
roust adjust." 


15,000 "Adjusted" 


He estimates that of the 30,000 


Indians in South Dakota (there are 
150.000 in the entire country) only 
15,000 are integrated in the pattern 
of our civilization. 


Some 11,000 Ogalala Sioux now 


crowd the reservation, and they 
are selling off their acres to white 
ranchers at a rate that in 12 to 15 
years will leave them completely 
landless. 


"As the superintendent sees it. 


the biggest trouble in upgrading 
the Indian economically is his fail- 
ure to put the same value on time 
and thrift as whis white neighbors 
do. 


"With the Sioux," he said, "right 


now is important, not tomorrow. 
Time has no economic concern to 
them, and they have no interest 
in saving." 


Another difficulty in uplifting the 


Indian's standards lies in the fact 
that women of marriageable age 
far outnumber the men on the res- 
ervation. 


"This is tremendously impor- 


tant," said Reifel, who wishes the 
situation could be reversed, "be- 
cause ordinarliy women raise the 
moral level in any civilization."

Jsands, about 25 per cent of the 
children born on the reservation 
are" illegitimate. No stigma is at- 
tached to them among the tribe, 
but the high rate of illegitimacy 
adds to the problem of -creating 
stable family patterns.

Nearly lost sight of in the protracted debate is the fact 


that the approved bill further stipulates a greater sharing of 
atomic information with our allies. Inasmuch as it is plain 
any new war would mean instantaneous use of atomic 
weapons, we cannot sensibly withhold from our friends the 
knowledge of how to use those weapons. 


Essentially, the President's atom proposals came through 


the long Senate ordeal. Where the Democrats succeeded in 
modifying them, the result* appear to represent a desira- 
ble caution. 
The objectors did not imagine they could bar private in- 


dustry forever from the atom field. They simply wished 
to erect safeguards against monopoly and other abuses. 
The changes they.wrought may well prove beneficial. 


There had been no major atomic energy legislation since

Self-Treatment of Eczema 
Is Harmful in Some Cases

It used to be quit* common to 


call almost every skin rash in a 
•mail child by the name of eczema. 
Probably this name should be re- 
served, however, for those akin 
rashes which are the result of con- 
tact with some irritating substance. 


Most akin specialists prefer to 


call it dermatitis venenata. This 
is a kind of allergy because acme 
people are not sensitive to the 
aame substances which will cause 
eczema in others. Also it should be 
•aid that dermatitis venenata is not 
confined to children.

THE SKIN IN eczema (an de- 


fined in this manner) is likely to 
look at first merely like a simple 
reddening or irritation. If the irri- 
tation is severe, however, blisters 
and even small pus pocket* can 
form. 


If the irritation continues, or un- 


wise self medication is applied to 
the stan, the simple redness gives 
place to a more chronic condition.

THERE ARE FOUR aims of 


treatment: To identify the sub- 
stance which is causing the diffi- 
culty, to try to avoid further con- 
tact, to keep from putting applica- 
tions on the skin which might 
make the eczema worse, and final- 
ly to use soothing lotions or oint- 
ments which will lessen the inflam- 
mation and let the skin get back to 
normal. 


Finding the cause i« often quite 


a job. At times it takes real detec- 
tive ability on the part of the doc- 
tor. 


Another difficulty in manv rases 


of eczema is that the victim may 
have tn«d to treat himself with 


I some substance which does nothing 
but cause further irritation to a 
skin which has already had more 
than it could take.

She says the labels on fats don't 
always mention an emulsifier. but 
you can be sure that all vegetable 
shortenings, 'like' margarine, and 
hydrogenated fats have it. 


The* emulsifier creates a reac- 


tion that makes , long periods of 
creaming butter and sugar togeth- 
er or heating the batter unneces- 
sary. Years ago, women spent a 
great deal of time mixing cakes, 
but Mrs. Janssen says you can get 
almost the same results with the 
four-minute method when you use 
a fat that has the emulsifier ad- 
ded to it. If it has not been ad- 
ded, your cake may have a coarse 
grain aftd texture.

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A Doctor Comes to Compton 


Village to Biuld Medical Center for DP Medico

COMPTON—(Special)—The village of Compton has had 


r>ne dream come true this summer, and another will be a 
reality within a few short months. 


The first dream took the form 


of a stout, graying man with a 
European accent. Dr. Petens Ra- 
vins, who came to this doctorless 
community June 1 to practice his 
profession—healing the sick. 
" The second dream will b« a mod- 
em medical clinic created with 
funds from the residents of the 
village he serves. 


!• Year» 


Compton had been without a 


doctor for the 10 years since Dr. 
C. G. Poole died. Through those 
rears many residents hoped they 
would again see the day when a 
man of medicine would settle here. 
Several 
times their hopes rose 


when they thought a doctor was 
coming, but each time those hopes 
dwindled. 


During all those years, Comp- 


tonites were forced to travel to 
Mendota, Rochelle and. recently. 
to Pawpaw for medical aid. 


But in May this year, Dr. Ravins 


agreed to come to Compton, and in 
June he moved into an apartment 
in the Compton Building where he 
has lived and worked the past two 
months. Within minutes after his 
arrival, he had his first patient, a 
heart attack victim. 


Part of Community 


The doctor expressed his happi- 


ness Tuesday for the way in which 
Compton residents have made him 
a part of the community in two 
brief months. He indicated he en- 
joys the role of a country doctor, 
and added he ware "also a country 
doctor 1ft my home country (Lat- 
via)." 


Decisions will be made within a 


few weeks on what form the Comp- 
ton Medical Center will take. A 
building fund, which now totals 
about $9,000, is available for the 
clinic. 


A volunteer board of seven trust- 


ees will make the plans. The board 
Includes Lon 
Buchanan, Floyd 


Archer, Roland Zimmerman, Ches- 
ter Eden, William Archer, Donald 
Carnahan and Gerald Johnson. Th,e 
sponsor of the move for a medical 
center has been the Compton Com 
munity Club. 


Began In May 


The $9,000 fund is the result o! 


• drive which began in May. Resi 
dents were asked to subscribi 
•urns of money in multiples of $100 
for the medical center. The clinic 
will not be organized as a corpora 
tion, and subscribers cannot be 
considered stockholders. However 
the subscribers will receive $10 
"participation certificates" whia 
are personal property, hut do no 
draw interest. In the event that th 
trust fund should be dissolved, am 
the medical center sold at som 
time in the future, holders of th 
certificates would receive a pro 
rated payment for the cash pro 
ceeds. 


The trustees said subscription 


have accounted for the bulk of th 
fund so far, but they are acceptin 
donations, and hope these will swe 
the fund to its goal, $11,000. 


Contributions have not been lim 


Ited to Compton alone. The trustee 
reported they have received ai 
from the farmers living around th 
community, from other towns and 
from outside firms which do busi- 
ness in Compton. 


The Compton Community Band 


(now 
defunct) turned over more 


than $300 which it had in its treas- 
ury when it disbanded. 


Deeply Grateful 


The trustees said they were 


deeply grateful for the response 
to the fund drive. 


As yet, the trustees have not 


decided whether to remodel an 
existing building or build a new 
structure. That decision is ex- 
pected shortly. Detailed plans are 
not complete, but the medical cen- 
ter will include both offices and 
living quarters for the doctor and 
his' family 


Dr. Ravins is furnishing his own 


equipment for the medical center. 
Many of his instruments were 
brought from Latvia. 


1931 Graduate 


The doctor, who admits he is 


"over 50" when asked about his 
age, is a 1931 graduate from the 
Faculty of Medicine of the Univer- 
sity of Latvia. (The "faculty" is 
roughly the equivalent of a college 
in an American university.) 


He practiced in Latvia until the 


Russians occupied the country in 
October, 1944, in their drive toward 
Berlin. The Germans, who had 
taken over the hospital where Dr. 
Ravins practiced, 
relocated 
the 


hospital in the Mecklenburg area 
of northern Germany. After Ger- 
many capitulated, the doctor again 
moved west to Hamburg, where he 
practiced in a displaced persons 
lospital. 


In 1950 he received permission 
o enter the United States under 
he sponsorship of the superinten 
dent of a hospital in Atlantic, la 
But after seven months of intern-j 
ship in Iowa, he was informed the 
hospital where he worked was not 
accredited for such internship. 


Intern in Chicago 


He moved to Chicago where he 


interned in Edgewater Hospital for 
one year, and received his Illinois 
license to practice medicine In 
January, 1954. 


Dr. Ravins is somewhat'cramped 


for space in his temporary quar- 
ters, -and Mrs. Ravins and her 
mother have remained in Chicago

OREGON—Just back from my 


vacation—a ^ttle disappointed to 
see all the dry fra** and lack of 
moisture tn Uu» area. However, we 
are much better off than many 
sections of the country that I trav- 
eled through. The-atate that aeem- 
ed to be the most severely hit by 
drought of those we toured was 
Pennsylvania. 


When we got up into Vermont, 


they have had so much rain this 
spring, they were unable to get 
their corn planted until very late. 
Hay was growing abundantiy-^the 
roads were lined with trucks haul- 
ing hay out of the state. The alfal- 
fa looked beautiful and most of the 
farmers have only baled their sec- 
ond crop. Lots of the hay was just 
Timothy or Bluegrass. or Prairie 
hay, as they call it in that area, 
and as 1 said before, there were 
lots of cows in that particular part 
of the country to consume large 
quanties of hay and from the looks 
of their corn crop. I am sure they 
will need this bumper hay crop. 


Most of the dairy, farmers in 


Vermont milk between 40 and GO 
cows ami receive a prlc« very 
.similar to that of this are*-for 
tln-ir milk. If >ou will consider 
thut they have to purchase their 
Rrain feds from the midwest, 
they are lucky to be able to make 
a profit at the price milk is to- 
day. This wa» quite a contract to 
the dairy farmer* In Rhode 1»- 
land who are now receiving $*.40 
hundred weight for their milk. I 
will try to bring you moi* infor- 
mation on the dairying and hay- 
ing from that Motion of the coun- 
try in my next column of th« 
paper. 
They seem to have problems Just 


a* well as Ogle County. The Friday 
paper of Burlington had a large 
article on the infestation of army 
worms in the whole state of Ver- 
mont. I stopped by the county 
agent's office And he had some 
glass jars containing army worms 


on his desk and he remarked that 
he hoped he would b« able to find 
out how much army worms con- 
sumed in a day'* time. He said this 
was the first experience with them 
and it looked as though they might 
even destroy all of the corn crop 
that they have at the present time. 
It appeared in that area that they 
were consuming more of the corn 
than hay, primarily because of the 
fact that moat of the hay had been 
cut and was being baled at the 
time.

China makes a major attack on the 
Nationalist island of Formosa, the 
XJmted States will go to war. 
Every top official willing to dis- 
cuss American policy publicly or 
anvately agiees on that. 


But the Eisenhower admimstra- 
lon is not willing, at least for 
the time being, to make that pledge 
n a formal treaty with Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek ol the Chi- 
nese Nationalists. 


The issue is this: Is the United 


States preparing for war in the 
view that it is inevitable, or is it 
directing all its efforts 
towajrd 


avoiding war, without losing hon- 
or, in the hope of success? 


Rhee At Extreme 


At one extreme on this issue is 


South Koiea's President Syngman 
Rhee, who has gone about this 
country on his current visit vig- 
orously 
advocating 
combat 
to 


solve the problems of Asia, and 
particularly of divided Korea. 


At the other extieme is India 


with its policy of neutrality, as 
between communism and the West 
in the cold war. India's position 
is important because of Pnme 
Minister Nehru's influence in Asia, 
generally assumed here to be 
great, and of his capacity to rnflu 
ence Rntish policy. 


In trying to build a system of 


anti-communist illiances in Asia 
the United States has been follow 
ing a couise far lemoved from 
the extremes as typified by Rhee 
and Nehru.

anangement 


•> Other countries in Asia whose 


fnendsnip Washington wants are 
regarded here as disliking Chiang 
and anv formal alliance with him 
might be a handicap in dealing 
with them 


3. Chiang might use the formal 


commitment of a mutual defense 
pact to involve the United States 
in a war with Red China by at- 
tacking the mainland or creating 
some incident which would lead 
to war. 


4. There is at least an implica- 


tion that some officials think the 
United States should keep its pol- 
icies flexible and not make a 10 
or 20-year treaty with a refugee 
government 
of 
uncertain long- 


range tenure.

WASHINGTON (I»— An entirely 


new idea is being imbedded in tax 
laws: A special break for people 
who have to pay for car* of their 
children while they work. 


This concept goes into effect for 


the first time in the huge, 1,000- 
page tax revision bill just passed 
by Congress. 


Experts figure it will cut taxes 


for about 2,100,000 persons by a 
total of 130 million dollars a year. 


The new bill permits many tax- 


payers to deduct from, their in- 
come, before figuring their tax. 
actual expenses of up to $600 a 
year for care of children, but also 
for any dependent who is mentally 
or physically incapable of caring 
for himeelf. 


$120 Cut 


That means an actual tax cut of 


$120 for those in the lowest, 20 per 
cent tax bracket, a bigger saving 
in higher brackets. 


This is how you can qualify un- 


der the child-care provision: 


If you file your return as a single 


head of a household—a widow, wid- 
ower, divorced or separated per- 
son—you can claim the $600 deduc- 


tion regardless of your income U 
you meet the other condition*. 


And if you are a working wife, 


you can still qualify if your hus- 
band is incapacitated. 


You also can benefit if you file 


as a married couple, where both 
husband and wife work and file a 
joint return. If your combined in- 
come is $4,500 or below, you can 
deduct the full $600. Your deduction 
is reduced by the amount of your 
income above $4.500. 


List Range 


Thus, if your income is $4.800 


you can deduct only $300. But if 
your income is $5.100 or more, you 
are not entitled to any deduction. 


One very important point to re- 


member i£ you must itemize your 
dependent-care expenses and all 
vour other deductions. You can't 
benefit from this provision if yoiv 
take the standard, automatic de- 
duction of 10 per cent of your in- 
come offered to most taxpayers. 


The provision applies to expenses 


in this calendar year, which start- 
ed Jan. 1. You can deduct them 
in your income tax return due next 
April 15. 


So if you qualify, you might want 


to start now keeping a record of 
your deductible expenses. 


You can't deduct child-care ex- 


penses if they are paid to your own 
dependents. And of course you 
can't deduct baby sitter expenses 
while you are out frolicking. 


The theory is to permit a deduc- 


tion for expenses you must incur 
to make a living—just as regular 
business expenses are deductible.

If the nudge works as hoped.
